Mathematics

ORE than half the high schools 
United States are small and have 
only one teacher mathematics. Schedul- 
ing difficulties, well lack teacher 
time, make impossible offer more 
than single-track program usually con- 
sisting ninth-grade algebra (required 
all freshmen), tenth-grade plane geom- 
etry, and one additional advanced course 
combining advanced algebra, solid geom- 
etry, and trigonometry. 

Such program cannot attempt meet 
the individual needs all students. There 
will persons many different levels 
learning ability the required algebra 
course. Because existing conditions 
large percentage these students advance 
into plane geometry. Teaching these classes 
extremely difficult. 

goodly number high school students 
drop out school when they reach 
years age. They take their place 
society armed with mathematical knowl- 
edge gained only elementary school and 
required algebra course. These people

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have been exposed quadratic equations 
(which never use), yet fail 
understand clearly such things interest, 
percentage, graphs, tables, areas, volumes, 
estimation, symbolism, signed numbers, 
formulas, etc., which they’ll need every- 
day life and which were skipped over 
once lightly get exponents, 
factoring, etc., required within the limits 
freshman algebra. 


Solve Problem 

Lack preparation the involuntary 
student solve the everyday problems 
life one the weaknesses the one- 
track mathematics programs offered 
smaller high schools. other words, the 
one track mathematics program does not 
and cannot meet the needs all students. 
Why not? 

there something wrong with the 
choice subject matter taught? Are 
teachers fault? Are administrators 
blame? The answer these three ques- 
tions, the light what being done, 
“No.” 


ONCEPT 


Choice subject matter usually 
limited that the textbooks available. 
The authors these books spent years 
and discarding possible subject material. 
Textbooks today are better than ever. 

Teachers are well trained 
well paid. They know their respective 
fields quite well, are teaching 
methods, and the best they can. Ad- 
ministrators, faced with legion prob- 
lems and obstacles, are forced take 
middle path, what’s best for the 
majority students. They are sometimes 
hampered tradition. there weak- 
ness the present system? Yes, there is. 
has been clearly pointed out according 
results. 

This underlying weakness the basic 
structure the single-track mathematics 
curriculum. Each course algebra, geom- 
etry, advanced algebra,. solid geometry, 
trigonometry separate and distinct, 
dependent certain extent what has 
gone before yet organized separate 
unit. 


Diagram 
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Students taking four such courses should 
emerge with broad understanding the 
basic big ideas mathematics. But, few 
students small schools can, even 
they choose, get four such courses. 


Suggested Reorganization 

The only possible solution lies 
organizing and resolving these various 
courses into concurring program which 
includes mathematical literacy “musts” 
the first year, expands and further de- 
velops them the second well delves 
into new concepts, and further expands 
and develops and delves the third year. 
Such curriculum should designed 
students dropping out school the end 
ninth grade will have learned enough 
mathematical concepts help them live 
literately modern society. Students tak- 
ing two years the curriculum will 
ready for college mathematics 
year students will well advanced the 
understanding higher mathematical con- 
cepts. The whole program must unified 


Three-Year Curriculum 

The unity such program can 
simply illustrated apple (diagram 
wherein the core called “practical use,” 
the seeds “big ideas,” the pulp “funda- 
mental operations,” and the skin “higher 
concepts.” 

complete three-year curriculum can 
practical use surrounded concept 
understanding which has broad, vague 
beginnings and narrows down sharp 
comprehension. The vertical lines (dia- 
gram divide the whole into its three 
yearly parts. 

Obstacles lie the path pro- 
gram. States, and even counties within 
states, have standardized testing programs 
where all students all schools are re- 
quired pass the same examinations. 
There are textbooks available because 
the idea untried and unproved. Pub- 
lishers won’t risk money gambling 
series textbooks unless they are sure 
broad market. Parents, swayed tra- 
dition, might object having their chil- 
dren take part such experiment. 

Nevertheless, order meet the 
varied needs students, something must 
done. This plan fits the present limita- 
tions lack teachers, lack class 
time, and lack instructional aids. 

Competent teachers can work from 
outline, building units study they 
go, and put over such program. For 
those with the insight, initiative, forti- 
tude, and chance try, the following 
general outline has been formulated. 
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This outline can used best 
teacher who teaches all three courses. Such 
person will know where leave off 
each year and where begin the next, 
and can integrate accordingly. not 
strictly chronological and suggested only 
general basis for choosing topics. 
Order and development individual topics 
left the teacher.

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How Can the Pupil Study Best? 
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convenience have broken down 

our area into three 
(1) health; (2) external conditions 
environment; and (3) study habits and 
attitudes. 

the first these, shall touch but 
briefly. There little need here dwell 
health because all recognize the 
need for healthy body for any activity. 
Moreover, pupils themselves are constantly 
reminded that need from all sides. 
the pupil whom the teacher recog- 
nizes serious defects that will demand 
special attention. Let the teacher keep 
after him his parents until his defec- 
tive teeth have been put good con- 
dition, until his tonsils have been 
removed. Such needs come the attention 
the teacher from competent people 
health work. Remember Juvenal’s maxim: 
Mens sana corpore sano. 

shall also say little more the 
external environmental conditions than 
recall such needs proper lighting, 
temperature, and ventilation; the need for 
comfort such one achieves removing 
tight unnecessary clothing; and need 
for chair and desk suit the height 


and build the pupil. There doubt 


that most pupils not study under proper 
external conditions. But what more can 
the teacher than point out the need 
for environment conducive good 
studying? She cannot into every home 
often enough keep constant check 
the conditions the room which the 
pupil studies. She cannot constantly keep 
after all the landlords who fail pro- 
vide sufficient heat for the child’s study 
room. She cannot demand that the parents 
buy new desk the right proportions 
for little Johnny little Mary. can 
wish she could all these things, but 
know how far she would get even she 
did have the time and inclination. 

How then can the elementary school 
teacher develop good study habits for 
her pupils, habits which probably they 
will carry through most their scholastic 
years? She can most the third divi- 
sion our breakdown: study habits and

attitudes. She can help develop the 
pupils: place and time study habits; 
the habit beginning work promptly; 
(c) the attitude that the pupil working 
for himself and not for the teacher; (d) the 
habit and attitude seeing and studying 
homework unit, studying the parts 
that unit, and putting the parts back 
into the whole. shall observe within 
these four subdivisions others closely con- 
nected them. 


Place and Time 
Study Habits 

hazard the guess that most here 
have place study habit. Unfortunately, 
because our busy schedules, probably 
few have time study habit. 
very important for the pupil that have 
both habits. ought encouraged 
without distractions disturbances from 
any person thing. This place should 
reserved for one purpose: namely, the 
study schoolwork. should not 
loaf, read novels, newspapers, comic 
books, play games, listen the radio, 
anything that not study situation. 
The place study habit should time 
result study attitude whenever the 
pupil aproaches the place. 

The time study habit more important 
for youngsters than for teaching adults 
who are more prone rationalize and 
motivated our standards values 
and our responsibilities. But 
certain that, are honest with our- 
selves, shall admit that definite 
time for our studying would enable 
keep pace with our work. So, too, pupil 
will able keep pace has the 
time study habit. 

The time study habit has special 
function for the pupil. Let recognize 
the influences television and radio. Let 
also recognize that the pupil en- 
not immoral television program. But 
these entertainments should not interfere 
with the pupil’s schoolwork. Help him 
see that they should not. Let him arrange 
his time such way that can see 
his “Howdy Doody” “Captain Video” 
wishes. But during the time set 


aside for study should out hear- 
ing range any radio television that 
might turned on. reasonable 
tell adults, you study, not turn 
the unless you find soft music 
conducive study.” However, for the 
youngsters let radio and taboo. 
Very intimately associated with the 
time and place study habits that 
starting work promptly. Wasted time 
the study place reduces the effectiveness 
its purpose. Teach the pupil the value 
going the study place fully pre- 
pared for his work. Let him not spend 
ten minutes gathering his books, another 
five looking for pencils, and another ten 
deciphering the script his assignments. 
Some pupils claim they have studied their 
history minutes. The truth that they 
have studied and wasted minutes 
unorganized preparation. The teacher’s 
example can very effective developing 
the pupil this habit starting work 
immediately. Let her start the year, 
the very first day, going work 
immediately. Let her classes begin work- 
ing promptly every day thereafter. Pupils 
will time get her point and her habit. 


Studying for Himself 

The third aim, development the atti- 
tude that the pupil studying for himself 
and not for the teacher, one that the 
teacher ought keep constantly the 
foreground. necessary, explain pupils 
that the teacher’s function supply 
materials, guide his application, and test 
his performance, not for the sake the 
your pupils that you 
know the subject but for the 
pupil’s sake. The pupil’s recognition this 
fact should lead many instances 
longer retention important material, par- 
ticularly the pupil led see its 
application. 

the responsibility the teacher 
see that the assignment has been given 
terms, not merely, “Read pages 
your history book.” After the teacher 
has put the assignment the board, she 
should take just minute, even less, 
tell the pupils what important 
the lesson. For example: “Memorize the 


major points the Congressional recon- 
struction program”; “Know where the 
commas are placed friendly letter”; 
“Be able tell your own words the 
story the poem you are reading for 
homework.” The more specific the explana- 
tion the better the pupil will able 
study. The first example above assumes 
that the pupil will know what the major 
points the reconstruction program were. 
More details might needed any 
specific class, especially the textbook 
does not enumerate the major points. 
the assignment not clear, the pupil will 
not able his best. The major 
points the lesson should repeated 
and emphasized the next day, and when 
large areas are involved, repeated fre- 
quently during the unit and particularly 
the end. 

The teacher should take time out early 
the semester show her pupils how 
use their books. She should point out 
such things the table contents, the 
index, and glossary. Few pupils know how 
find out something they should able 
recall mind but cannot. they can- 
not immediately put their mind what 
they want know, pupils not bother 
find out later. The teacher ought 
explain that the index the Louisiana 
Purchase not listed under might 
under Purchase, Louisiana. the 
textbook the upper grades uses foot- 
notes, let the teacher explain their function 
the class. The ability use book 
properly part studying well. 


The Lesson Unit 


Seeing and studying the lesson 
unit, studying the parts the unit, and 
putting the parts back whole, consti- 
tute the actual study process. You will 
observe that the single word “frequency” 
can used summarize the basic idea 
behind what follows. 

The pupil should begin his day’s assign- 
ment rapid review the previous 
lesson. The subject matter familiar and 
consequently not difficult. The pupil gets 
off with easy start which psycho- 
logically good for him because 
encouraged. The review deepens the 
impression already made, provides 
profitable “warm-up” period remind the 
pupil that his favorite baseball pitcher 
has “warm-up” further 
provides points contact hooks 
which hang the new material. 

Let consider the process studying 
the new lesson. When you into room 
for the first time, what you see? When 
you meet person the street, what 
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you see? Unless there some special 
thing about object draw your atten- 
tion, ordinarily you see the object 
whole. When you into room for the 
first time, you probably take the whole 
room single glance. When you meet 
person the street, you observe the 
whole person, not simply the eyes, nose, 
ears, unless there something peculiar 
about them. 

studying homework assignment, the 
pupil’s first step should take the 
lesson whole. This reading the lesson 
through gives complete picture and pre- 
pares the pupil for the details. The second 
step should study the parts. Fre- 
quently the paragraph structure 
sufficient clue the division the parts. 
Each paragraph should read very care- 
fully and should not passed until the 
whole paragraph understood. When each 
part the whole will have been mastered, 
the pupil will ready for the third and 
final step the actual learning process: 
re-reading the lesson whole. This 
re-reading enables him put the parts 
together and see their relationships 
true perspective. 


Practice Oral Recitation 
Another and indeed very valuable aid 
study oral recitation. The pupil should 
encouraged recite the lesson him- 
self, aloud and without the use the 
book. has taken his teacher’s sug- 
gestion and selected place solitude, 
will have embarrassment about talk- 
ing himself. cannot alone, 
what’s the difference? Who cares whether 
people say has money the bank? 

would like emphasize this idea 
talking out the lesson: important. 
One’s language indicative his think- 
ing. Try think something without 
using language. Try explain something 
which you understand only vaguely, like 
describing the color red man who has 
been blind since birth. the pupil does 
not understand what has studied, 
will not able talk about it. His 
failure should tell him study 
the lesson parts again. This talking 
out does not mean memorization but 
understanding. 
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But seeing the assignment whole 
and reciting aloud are valuable also for 
poem, for example, this method provides 
the following among other advantages. 
First, the mental connections are distrib- 
uted evenly over the whole unit thus 
lessening the repetitions certain parts, 
like the first line, sacrifice later 
parts, like the seventeenth line. part 
studying the early parts are repeated un- 
necessarily and forgetfulness occurs later 
lines. Second, studying the poem 
whole rather than parts time tends 
make concentration easier. Third, im- 
pressions the whole tend make for 
longer retention, which reinforced 
the understanding gained studying the 
poem whole. Finally the vocalization 
makes appeal the ear; this appeal 
coupled with that for the eye, and 
some assistance given the “feel” 
the words. Thus, audiles, visiles, and 
tactiles alike benefit. 


Other Important Factors 


There are many other matters upon 
which have not touched. Some them 
are least important those have 
discussed, perhaps even more your 
opinion. For example, taking notes while 
studying important. Pupils the upper 
grades should encouraged use short- 
hand increase their speed taking 
notes. tick mark can used for words 
like “the.” The letter with short line 
above symbol have borrowed 
from the nursing profession, can used 
represent the word “with.” The teach- 
er’s assistance needed for developing the 
pupil’s ability pick out important facts 
and judgments lesson. can 
taught that well-written text the 
first sentence paragraph sums 
major ideas. Section headings boldface 
type are also clues important areas. 
The need for immediate application 
general rules, the need for clear idea 
the assignment, the need for frequent drill 
recall, and the need for desire 
retain facts are but some the important 
phases have not brought out. 

final thought, let say that 
spiritual attitude paramount im- 
portance for good studying. The pupil 
should cultivate love and reliance 
upon the Holy Ghost for enlightenment, 
and should pray frequently for spir- 
itual aid. all classes, students 
and begin our work with ejaculation 
the man singled out the Holy 
Church for his scholarship: St. Thomas 
Aquinas, pray for us.

Following the informal talk which the 
moderator explains the purpose the meet- 
ing and holds discussion with the parents, 
specific set regulations should agreed 
upon. Parents unable attend should receive 
copy the regulations and requested 
signify their approval and co-operation 
affixing their signatures and returning the 
letter the school they 
youngsters permitted attend this 
school activity. 


Agenda for Meeting

Again this disables the youngsters from dis- 
charging their duty God the following 
morning. tolerate the youngster’s sleeping 
away most the following day encourag- 
ing him slothful. Students arrive 
basketball games, movies, etc., 
thirty and should routined maintain the 
same reasonable hour for their dances. 

Dancing from 7:30 10:00 provides two 
and half hours and least two hours for 
the usual latecomers. Scheduling the affair 
earlier the year would eliminate the prob- 
lem hot weather. fairness the stu- 
dents. care should taken not plan the 
affair near examination time.

Place Judy near vou. sure she close 
enough hear all that you say and then 
see how eagerly she too enters into the 
lesson discussions. the meantime have 
conference with the parents and insist that 
Judy gets medical attention before the ear 
trouble goes beyond repair.

says, “tweet, tweet” then flies away? Now 
that have discovered the cause how are 

You may not able take Jimmy 
into the schoolyard and show him flower 
garden with fence, gate, and bird. 
This would the solution these things 
were there. But one may count Jimmy’s 
native intelligence and begin improvise. 
Through pictures and talk you build con- 
cepts the desired objects. Then you say, 
“Let’s play Alice the garden.” You may 
stand chairs around for the fence. Place 
children intervals with pictures 
flowers (some may their own creative 
art cut from magazines). large chair 
may the gate and small child sitting 
this chair the bird. child walks 
through the improvised garden, goes 
the gate, speaks the lines the bird. The 
bird says “tweet, tweet,” jumps from the 
chair and runs away.

Now let take look Sandra. 
you merely her you may decide 
that she truly problem child. She 
restless, wanders about the room; one 
wears herself down trying keep her 
quiet.

Request 
then that she her combinations; she 
tells you she has done that too. Then sug- 
gest that she write her spelling words; her 
answer again that she has done that also. 
The weary teacher then asks her sit still, 
please.

She sits down for 
long minute, perhaps, then she 
her knees the chair, her feet hanging 
over the back and her body sprawled half- 
way across the table.

Oh, yes, she has read about 
one third the time takes the other 
members the class read the same 
selection. She doesn’t want read again 
nor does she need so. Ask her ques- 
tions about the facts the story; she 
answers them correctly. Ask her thought 
questions and she startles you with her 
clearness thought. Ask her for incidents 
sequence; she readily relates them ac- 
curately. What about her number work? 
She can add subtract fast she can 
write them. Her spelling? She seems 
possess natural ability for sound and can 
spell equally well orally writing. She 
has the mind genius her child body. 
Her intellect like powerful motor 
body too small stand its speed. 
keeps her the move. Eager, inquiring, 
straining forward, forever driving her on. 

Enrich her program. Find new reading 
material, let her work larger sums, spell 
more difficult words, broaden her range 
learning. Surely that isn’t too great task 
for her teacher you say. No, isn’t. But 
there are complications watch. Sandra 
needs help and guidance. Let examine 
the work she hands in. That eager, brilliant 


mind pushes the child too hard. The writ- 
ten work not too well prepared. Her mind 
works fast her hands can’t keep up; 
therefore she dashes her numbers down 
untidy manner. She writes her sentences 
rapidly that she ignores her rules for 
letter formation. too tedious for 
Sandra hold herself and work 
neatly. That, however, part learning, 
and must insisted upon firmly but 
kindly. Sandra must led hand work 
keeping with the keenness her mental 
ability. takes patience and tact the 
part the teacher, and equal patience and 
perseverance the part Sandra. She 
must encouraged take personal pride 
the way her work looks. When have 
aroused pride her work 
her cure well the way. 

haven’t finished yet with brilliant 
little Sandra. Let listen her oral 
reading. My! what this? Can pos- 
sible that one who “knows all the answers” 
reading lesson reading orally this 
faltering way? She leaves out words, pauses 
midway sentences she has lost the 
place, fades away until you want shake 
her and you are ready shout her. But 
wait observe her. that ever eager 
mind playing tricks again. she reads 
she suddenly decides glance the 
picture see just how portrays what the 
sentences are telling. her glance away 
from her lines she misses word. She reads 
and takes longer look the picture, 
hence the pause midway in-the sentence. 
she continues her reading her mind 
anticipates what going happen she 
darts down the page read ahead, thus 
fading away. Instead scolding, now that 
know what happening, become 
interested. Sandra needs help again. One 
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capable becoming good reader must 
not spoil that great talent. Again you must 
arouse Sandra pride her work. Ask 
her read you and pretend that you 
not know the story. You want her 
make you feel, hear, and see what the 
words tell. Or, she the various 
characters the story and say what 
they say the exact way she thinks they 
would say it. These and other means that 
the selections themselves suggest will give 
Sandra purpose reading that satisfies 
that force within her and she develops into 
splendid oral reader. The brilliant child 
needs help, and challenges the teacher 
meet her needs; but -what joy one finds 
meeting such challenge. 


Real Problem

reverse. Have you ever tried making letters 
numbers upside down and reverse? 
isn’t easy. Yet easy for Jesse. They are 
neatly made and makes them with his 
paper the proper position. Another con- 
ference with his mother revealed the fact 
that about year before Jesse started 
school was struck car and thrown 
twenty feet more. His head hit the hard 
surface road and was rendered un- 
conscious for more than two hours. The 
hospital returned him his home after 
the assurance there were bones broken 
and the incident was closed. Can the trou- 
ble brain injury? Jesse strep- 
case “jumbled sym- 
Whatever the cause 
suffering great handicap. 

After nine months school still 
unable recognize words. enjoys 
story and will contribute remark now and 
then regard picture. can count 
ten and shows signs having some 
meaningful concrete concepts numbers. 
plays with blocks and clay and takes 
part games the playground. That 
far has progressed one school 
year. shall continue observe him 
and render help any way can. 
wonder what another year will bring his 
learning ability. 

May every teacher every school 
the alert for disabilities; their causes 
and their cures. May there someone 
ever ready lend helping hand all 
the Jimmies, the Sandras, and the Jesses.

Definitions and Educational Cerminology 


PESTALOZZIANISM 
Pestalozzianism theory and plan 
education worked out Stanz, Burgdorf, 
and Yverdon, John Herman 
1746-1827. 

Pestalozzi, impressed the social condi- 
tions the time based his faith the 
great regenerative power education the 
life the individual and the broader social 
life, set about demonstrate its value. The 
method used was based belief the 
natural and orderly development the powers 
and capacities the child. The development 
was natural, symmetrical, and har- 
monious development all the faculties. 
calling for the training head and heart and 
hand. was avoid “the chattering 
mere words” for more realistic studies based 
observation, experimentation, and reason- 
ing. Object lessons, popular the Ameri- 
can elementary school during the nineteenth 
century, owe much Pestalozzi. 

Pestalozzi says that fixed “the highest 
supreme principle instruction the recog- 
nition sense impression: the absolute 
foundation all knowledge.” The ideal spirit 
the classroom was the spirit the home. 
the comment parent one his 
pupils who said “this not school but 
family,” Pestalozzi said this was the highest 
praise that could given him. wanted 
show that there should not any gulf 
between home and school. Pestalozzi’s spirit 
was deeply religious, though not any formal 
Christian sense. 

With his passion for improving the con- 
dition the poor people and his various 
educational experiences, wanted psychol- 
ogize education, and his efforts, though influ- 
ential but not too definitely formulated, are 
the basis his being called “the father 
modern pedagogy” and “the initiator the 
modern psychological movement educa- 
tion.” Elementary education was regenerate 
the lower classes. Following nature, continu- 


ing experimentation would evolve sound and 


better method.

HUMANISM 


Historically the spirit, ideal, and doc- 
trine the humanists, the scholars the 
renaissance who again the study 
the classical literature and culture the 
ancient world their guide. system 
thought, belief, action which centers about 
the human mundane the exclusion 
the divine. The distinction often made 
between humanism, the study man as. 
human being, distinct from naturalism, the 
study the human being animal the 
one hand and the study man the child 
God the other hand (supernatural). 

The basic conception contemporary hu- 
manism the philosophy the autonomous 
self-sufficient man. Humanism often modi- 
fied adjective which gives variety 
meanings which often can determined 
only the context. Louis Mercier, for 
example his book American Humanism 
and the New Age, discusses the following 
varieties: classical humanism, humanitarian 
humanism, supernaturalized humanism, theis- 
tic humanism, theistic integral humanism, and 
humanitarian naturalism. 

Any genuine humanism must take into 
account separately and integrally man’s four 
realms being; physical organism, 
being, and spiritual being. 

Any educational theory system must 
place man its center, the principal agent 
the process, and quality human life 
its end. this sense, all education 
humanistic, but the student should con- 
tinually his guard against the use 
this adjective the corresponding hu- 
manism, order not committed thereby. 
without other consideration, specific view 
man’s nature and destiny. 


GIFTED CHILDREN 


Gifted children are children with above- 
normal achievement associated with high 
level general intelligence 


measured traditional tests, with 
special abilities high order without neces- 
sarily having high intelligence quota, for 
example, music, art, science, language, 
mechanics, etc. 

should the function society, more 
particularly the school, locate such 
children and give them the special oppor- 
tunities develop their talent genius. The 
great waste education the waste 
human capacity. contemporary education 
becomes more and more mass education, 
the waste likely greater. The educa- 
tional approach child may via his 
special abilities rather than through his gen- 
eral intelligence.

STATE 
TEXTBOOKS 


Half the states have made state-wide 
textbook adoptions. five the states the 
adoption for elementary schools only; for 
the remainder the list includes both ele- 
mentary and high school grades. But state 
adoption does not necessarily 
formity. six the states only one book 
recommended each subject. three 
the states two books are recommended. 
Other states recommend three and four 
books, and five books seems the 
tendency toward which they are moving. 
Four states recommend five books each 
subject. Two the states may recommend 
from one five books subject and an- 
other state, Arkansas, recommends five 
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ten books per subject. These variations 
the number books recommended 
clear indication that the principle state 
adoption does not necessarily imply state 
uniformity and that there should some 
choice for the local school systems. 
few states county uniformity required; 
one state optional. almost twenty 
states the choice textbooks matter 
local option. 

Whatever may have been the facts the 
past, the existence professional body 
school administrators and school teachers 
makes local choice more desirable and 
secure.

PRACTICE TEACHING 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Too often are ready accuse state 
departments education prejudice 
against Catholic schools, particularly when 
they not permit our students their 
practice teaching Catholic schools.

tendent says that many the students

The heterogeneity the public school 
offers many problems that the homogeneity 
the Catholic school does not raise, 
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though children are children Catholic 
schools well public schools and 
follow the same principles. And they all 
are aiming something called “educa- 
tion” without adjective. 

further side light such policy 
was the statement that for the public in- 
stitutions practice teaching permitted 
the Catholic schools because the students 
are already acquainted with the public 
school situation.

The title this paper the result 
friendly discussion which had several years 
ago with fellow faculty member. His teach- 
ing fields were Latin and history and even 
though had dug deep into the grave 
dead language and studied ancient cultures 
was way covered with the dust 
listlessness but was excellent teacher both 
interesting methods presentation and 

the results which his students scored 
examinations. The 
centered around our two particular teaching 
assignments and could stated briefly: 
Which was easier teach, Latin science? 
The present paper does not permit enu- 
meration the friendly pros and cons but 
one statement confrere still rings 
ears: “You science teachers have 
troubles. All you have arouse interest 
work few experiments.” 

The account that follows will serve recall 
for veteran professors science memories 
their labors this field teaching. Un- 
doubtedly they could increase the value 
the various points with interesting 
“stories” their own experiences. for the 
younger pedagogues science hope that 
they will accept the incidents the spirit 
“forewarned forearmed” resolving give 
the teaching science all the ingenuity 
their youthful minds and all the enthusi- 
asm teachers interested the scientific 
training the coming generations. 

The various branches science taught 
our high schools will very easily suggest the 
division and development this topic: 
Too Have Our Troubles.

The study general science and the acquisi- 
tion broad knowledge the entire field 
science brings with number “troubles” 
interest his students their surroundings 
the development well-rounded back- 
ground scientific information.

What Demanded the Teacher 
General Science? 

There need mention the require- 
ments the various accrediting agencies for 
the teaching general science secondary 
schools. cursory glance general science 
textbook, whether designated 
general science, our surroundings, doorways 
science. any thousand-and-one other 
titles, will clearly show that the teacher 
must have knowledge chemistry, physics, 
biology, botany, zoology, physiology, bacteri- 
ology, astronomy, physical geography, and 
geology. formidable list! Even teachers who 
have specialized the physical and natural 
sciences hesitate this lengthy array what 
one textbook mentions “some the more 
important branches science.” teacher 
general science has the very 
material his course. practically must 
awaken scientific interest the young 
student. Usually this subject part the 
freshman program studies. Those who have 
taught general science will recall the inquisi- 
tiveness the ninth grader and the infinite 
variety questions which can shower 
upon the teacher. The mysteries things 
scientific captivate him. Experiments attract 
him. quickly idolizes the teacher and this 
very idolatry source anxiety the 
teacher who fears that further questionings 
may shatter the lofty belief that “our 
teacher walking encyclopedia.” 

The general science syllabus the diocese 
brings “trouble” some schools since 
obliges the teacher develop all the divi- 
sions demanded rather than stress topics with 
which the teacher much more familiar. 
chemistry minded general science professor 
discovers that his own particular field only 
one section elaborate program. Ten 
chapters material covered the 
semester may include only two chemistry. 
After struggling through astronomy and physi- 
cal geography finds himself enjoying 
chapter matter only stray into biology 
before coming upon air. 


Practical Aids for Ceachers 


Who Are Designated Teach 
General Science? 

among the various professors 
another source “trouble.” 
cedure calls for the veterans the staff 
handle the “higher” science fields, namely, 
physics and chemistry. General science with 
its lowly ninth-grade position entrusted 
the neophyte the faculty. seem have 
pedagogical principle that states that young 
teachers will develop into competent instruc- 
tors much allowed follow the 
age development their pupils. There 
doubt that beginning teacher will pick 
valuable experience this fashion. Quite 
number science teachers this audience 
probably received the benefit this wise 
principle. However, the case young 
general science teacher who has just com- 
pleted his college education majoring 
physics chemistry and possibly practice 
teaching one these subjects, there 
definite need for adjustment. All young 
teachers must make adjustment between 
theory and practice but the general science 
instructor must de-emphasize his 
ticular teaching fields. must see 
that all science topics are given their proper 
development. Personal interests the teacher 
will serve source “trouble.” 


What Facilities for Teaching 
General Science? 

How many our schools have separate 
general science lecture rooms? the majority 
the institutions ordinary classroom 
designated for that purpose. The teacher’s 
desk used for demonstrations and experi- 
ments with thick covering newspapers 
serving protective measure. What about 
plumbing facilities, gas, and electricity? The 
water supply beaker flask previously 
filled and transported the classroom. 
desk drawer filled with variety torn 
towels, shirts, etc., emergency pro- 
cedure. Individual inventiveness the part 
general science teachers can make for 
this lack lecture facilities but the “trouble” 
cannot entirely eliminated. 

The greater number general science in- 
structors have insurmountable 
another when comes ob- 
taining chemicals and apparatus. Professors 
biology, chemistry, and physics utterly 
devoted their respective sciences and with 
eye their own meager fee allotments 
practically demand affidavit containing the 
clause “immediate return” before they will 
allow equipment withdrawn from their 
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departments. Their stand this matter 
justifiable although the general 
teachers find difficult understand. 

the interest science students fre- 
quently contribute their own equipment and 
chemicals aid the cause. Midget-size test 
tubes, oz. bottles potassium chlorate, 
potted plants, steam engines, airplanes, etc., 
receive proper scientific attention and then 
undergo general manhandling from the 
other students when the science teacher has 
travel his next course. This not 
mentioned order suggest stoppage 
student participation; the contrary 
wise have student contributions the 
course. However, “troubles” increase when 
the storage facilities are small practically 
nonexistent. Even the most interested stu- 
dent loses heart when prized airplane 
returned him minus wing carrying 
scars could never have received except 
actual battle. The general science teacher fre- 
quently meets disappointment when eager 
students overemphasize the greatness their 
apparatus. Donald Duck feature presented 
the class student operator his 
own movie projector may prove very exas- 
perating especially when one lens has been 
replaced with the magnifying power the 
bottom milk bottle. 

Each individual science teacher 
cover more “troubles” his own sphere 
action. Competent teachers will take them 
stride for these “troubles” disturb but 
not stop. mentioned them show that 
general science teachers too have our 


Biology 

This important study life and its inti- 
mate relationship with the Author Life 
should part the program studies 
all our high schools. Our larger schools 
offer biology. They likewise have the 
facilities rooms, laboratories, and 
supply rooms. the smaller institutions 
combined lecture-laboratory room proves 
source “trouble” since the teacher must 
take the proper means protect the surface 
all the student desks. Eternal vigilance 
the part the teacher still fails 
evidenced chemical disfigurations, razor 
blade ornamentations, and the like what 
were once highly varnished student desks. 
Such “troubles” partly disappear when sepa- 
rate lecture and laboratory rooms are included 
the building plans. 

Proper equipment must the teaching 
biology and this includes proper student 
equipment. Double-edge razor blades are ideal 
for shaving but somewhat dangerous dis- 
secting tools the hands students. 

common complaint, and one which the 
biology professor combats heroically, the 
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multifarious odors that pervade the vicinity 
the biology laboratory. The biologist has 
what would designated the highest au- 
thorities his field clean and healthy 
animal cages yet the complaint persists. 
Presenting gas mask the principal com- 
plainant was not proper diplomacy but did 
indicate what extent biology teacher 
would save his “pets.” 

times the biology teacher meets the 
remark from students, “We had that experi- 
ment already last year.” Knowing that repeti- 
tion the mother learning the patient 
biologist does the experiment again fully 
aware that “we had that experiment already 
last year” guarantee that the material has 
been absorbed the students. 

general, biology escapes the pressure 
too many requests from eager general 
science teacher, but petitions for materials, 
specimens, etc., come. All for science 
not only worth-while motto but frequently 
serves the basis for amicable agreement. 


Chemistry and Physics 
These two sciences the high school pro- 
gram studies escape many “troubles” be- 
cause their important positions. The 
majority our schools have separate lecture 
rooms and laboratories. However, few 
schools single lecture room and single 
laboratory often too small for the number 
students registered for the courses serve 
both chemistry and physics. This necessitates 
offering these subjects alternate years. 
Minor “troubles” develop when the same 
teacher handles both sciences, for this age 
specialization teachers are trained for spe- 
cific teaching fields. Once chemist always 
chemist true and chemistry minded pro- 
fessor finds difficult make the change 
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demanded the schedule developing 
physicists. Physics teachers discover the same 
predicament when they take over the chemis- 
try class. Equipment such setup must 
double duty. The year interval between 
chemistry physics courses does not aid 
the memory specific needs for the 
separate fields. 

Another “trouble” the position the 
chemistry department. several our 
schools the laboratories are situated that 
various odors can easily penetrate the entire 
building even filter into the cafeteria the 
utter dismay all concerned. Scheduling 
laboratory periods toward the end the 
school day one way combating such 
direful situation. The use ventilating fans 
will aid clear the atmosphere likewise. 
Proper planning the erection school 
building will alone eliminate “troubles” this 
sort but for number 
“trouble” will always remain. 

The electrical section the physics de- 
partment frequently serves dispensary 
for various electrical ills that affect the 
school. Equipment generously distributed 
will find that must travel long road before 
returning safely the shelves the home 
laboratory. Teachers physics will recall 
how student experiments electricity take 
the potentialities electric chair 
because the students’ normal procedure 
reading the caution after working the 
experiment. 

How many incidents “troubles” could 
not the chemistry teacher tell! Troubles which 
develop result using cc. sulphuric 
acid instead the cc. called for the 
student experiment the sudden cry 
“Brother, something’s happening” just before 
blast showers chemicals and glass over the 
entire laboratory. Eternal vigilance the 


price the teacher must pay save both life 
and school. 


Conclusion 

have not enumerated all the 
“troubles” which befall science teacher nor 
claim that those mentioned are the 
most important ones. the development 
this paper have devoted more space 
general science because felt that that lowly 
science has more than its share “troubles.” 
our sincere hope that have shown 
that the teaching science “We Too 
Have Our Troubles.” scientists are 
not discouraged, fact, relish the idea 
combating these foibles with the various 
individual abilities that are ours. 

Let keep abreast the times for 
science marches this age science. Let 
willingly assume the responsibility giv- 
ing our students the riches the past, 
the newness the present, and intense 
interest the future.

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Geometry Decorates Our Lunch Room

Perhaps some will wonder 
connection there could between geometry 
and the decoration lunchroom. first 
consideration there would seem little 
none. must confessed that when the 
‘idea having the geometry class decorate 
the lunchroom first presented itself, took 
not little courage find this relationship 
and try show the other members 
the faculty and student body. 

The origin the idea was simple. While 
planning geometric design, 
thoughts kept going back other lessons 
this phase geometry. Students find the 
work fascinating and turn out some very 
attractive projects, but these projects are 
usually confined paper work and results 
are discarded after, best, few days’ dis- 
play bulletin board. True, the student 
tantalizing question kept coming back one 
those vague. persistent questions which 
will not let one rest until answer given: 
why not have the students plan project 
geometric drawing which would have some 
lasting results and contribution school 
community? Finally this persistent ques- 
tion was answered another: why not 
decorate the school lunchroom? certainly 
needed decoration. 

The class received the proposal with enthu- 
siasm spite the explanation that most 
the work must done outside class hours. 
theme was chosen and sketches were made. 
meeting the entire group, about 
week later, the best these were chosen, 
suggestions were made for their improvement, 
and the work was divided. The boys volun- 
teered the heavier work painting 
ceiling and walls, tables and benches. When 
this had been accomplished, the girls were 
ready start more detailed work. All 
symbols and pictures were done over 
the week end that the rest the students 
might experience pleasant surprise 
Monday.

Simple Color Scheme 

The color scheme chosen was rose and 
green; the theme, school days. tried 
represent all the spiritual, scholastic, and so- 
cial student activities our symbols and 
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drawings. Realizing that the spiritual 
far the most important phase school life, 
decided build our decorative scheme 
around the symbol Christ, large Chi Rho 
superimposed eight-pointed star black 
and white. The latter taken from our Do- 
minican coat arms. Beneath this symbol 
short form grace before meals and 
silhouette boy and girl, hands folded 
and heads bowed prayer. 

The upper part the walls was painted 
rose; the lower part forest green. About five 
feet from the floor where the two colors meet 


green. These symbols represent the various 
scholastic activities: subjects studied, Sodal- 
ity, theatricals, student publications, etc. 
Above the rose background are figures 
representing the lighter side school life: 
sports, glee club, socials just for fun 
very stupid-looking dunce, complete with 
pointed cap, stool the corner. narrow 
strip wall space above folding door was 
assigned grade school activities. Here 
ball game, slide, and swings are represented. 
New plastic curtains were decorated with 
textile colors and designs were painted the 
benches. 


Shape and Proportion 


Now all this brings right back the 
question which introduced this subject: what 
did geometry have with all this?

elliptical backgrounds. Determining the size, 
position, and number ellipses required 
geometric knowledge and its application. 
course, the students had learn first all 
how construct ellipse. Geometric de- 
signs were used decorate the curtains and 
benches; the same design was used for each 
but had worked out different pro- 
portion order fit the allotted spaces. 
Ratio and proportion was used enlarge the 
pictures and determine their number and 
position the walls. First, the pictures were 
enlarged typing-paper size squaring off 
the paper which pictures were originally 
printed and dividing typing paper into cor- 
responding number larger squares. This 
process was repeated; the space which the 
picture was transferred the wall was 
squared off with still larger squares very 
light chalk lines. After the paint was dry, 
chalk lines were easily wiped off. some 
for example the picture the dunce. 
was necessary change the proportion 
length width order fit the picture into 
the available space. This called for real in- 
genuity and working knowledge propor- 
tion. Sitting atop ladder, trying determine 
where paint the tip the dunce’s cap 
that his feet would not hang down too far was 
much more sitting behind 
desk working problem which had real 
interest for the student. Geometric tools were 
constant use during the work, their manip- 
ulation motivated class interest. 

Our project completed over the week end. 
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parents and friends were invited open 
house Monday afternoon. The members 
the class divided into groups act 
hosts and hostesses and serve cookies and 
toffee. was generally agreed that this type 
practical project was much more advan- 
tageous than the more traditional type 
paper work.

the sacrifice. The thirty pictures were used 
mark sections mastered and the pupils 
were all eager for the privilege pasting the 
pictures. Mass chart with movable figures 
was called into use. This provided activity 
not only during class periods but outside 
class time well. The Missal was used 
right along with the project book. First the 
explanation the part mastered (be- 
ginning, course, with the Sign the Cross) 
was read and discussed. The figures the 
priest and acolytes were moved into their 
correct positions. soon the section was 
understood, the group memorized the ex- 
planation. The children had been eager 
begin this study the Mass and were anxious 
continue. each particular prayer and 
rubric was mastered enthusiasm increased. 


Dramatizing the Mass 


the time the children had become famil- 
iar with the Introit, individual pupils took 
turns explaining the prayers and moving the 
figures. This procedure was followed through- 
out until the entire Mass was learned. With 
practice even the most timid child had gained 
assurance and was eager take his turn. 

Sister’s desk served altar. the 
time the group was ready begin the study 
the Mass the Faithful, pupils had 
managed, with the aid their parents, 
construct very usable missal stand, chalice 
and paten wood, and convert vinegar 
cruets and little glass dish into equipment 
for the credence table. white cassock vicari- 
ously served amice, alb, and cincture. 
white chasuble, made from inexpensive cloth, 
gave each boy the thrill feeling like 
real priest when was his turn act 
celebrant. this particular group white 
chasuble was selected since most the 
Masses during the Easter season require white 
vestments. all possible, the ideal would 
have chasubles each the liturgical 
colors. 

When the fourth graders had completed 
their study lessons the Mass, they were 
able, individuals, use the Missal not 
only with reverence, but (wonder won- 
ders!) with proficiency. Each day the boy 
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chosen act priest read most parts 
the Proper except the Epistle and Gospel 
which were assigned others. The Ordinary 
the Mass, except for the Consecration, was 
prayed unison. 


Daily Preparation 

When Sister was satisfied with the attain- 
ments the group only one period week 
was taken for going through the Mass for 
the day. However, good news well bad 
news travels and the children were invited 
give demonstrations. The fifteenth dem- 
onstration was given with the same unmiti- 
gated enthusiasm and reverence the first. 
Other schools conducted the Sisters 
Mercy witnessed this grand conclusion 
well planned and perseveringly executed reli- 
gion program. They saw the relative simplicity 
using the Missal key the Mass. 
Students Glennon High School were effec- 
tively impressed. Adult members the parish 
inspired the reverence these fourth 
graders Mass each Sunday 
quired, “If the children can learn use the 
Missal, why can’t we?” Many have found 
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their joy and satisfaction that they can, 
and, blessed aid Catholic Action, they 
now do!

Teaching Word 
Perception

After several stories have been introduced 
from “Our Big Book,” phrases and words 
have been drilled, there are always few 
children who just cannot remember the words 
and therefore not get that early start 
reading.

teaches her child point while laboriously 
calls each word and establishes word word 
reading as. well habits incorrect eye 
movement.

Near the San Gabriel Mission, about twenty 
miles from Los Angeles, found Indian 
curio shop.

The souvenir from California was the in- 
centive for very intriguing and amusing 
band. drum was passed from 
child while each pupil examined its 
construction. The cylindrical instrument was 
made from hollow tin tube, covered with 
birch bark. Across the open ends, rubber was 
stretched; held taut with colorful shoe laces. 
The rubber membrane was covered with gay 
Indian drawings. Bright feathers and beads 
hung from the lacings. 

announced that the children could bring 
class anything that had musical sound. 
The only requirement for the rhythm band 
was that all string and percussion instruments 


must made the pupils themselves. 
Nearly every child brought least two in- 
struments for the band. result, the 
following surprising variety instruments 
reached desk: 


Drums 

Large, empty, orange-juice 
rubber tubing over the ends. They were 
covered with colored paper, painted card- 
board, bright cloth. 

Hollow coconut shell (longitudinal sec- 
tion). Rubber was held securely wire 
around the edge the coconut. The rubber 
was painted with Indian designs. 

Small tree stump, with narrow tunnel 
bored throughout the center the trunk 
(lengthwise). thin but strong wedge was 
used brace inserted about two inches 
from each end the tree trunk pro- 
tective measure against strain. Rubber was 
held place stout twine laced closely 
together, from top bottom, around the 
whole trunk. 

Wooden box. Four sides, top and bottom, 
were covered with black adhesive tape. 


Guitars 

Cigar boxes. slender wooden cylinder 
was drawn through hole the side the 
box; firmly attached old spool, which 
was glued the side the box. the end 
the extending cylinder was jutting tack, 
around which violin string was wound, 


pulled tightly along the neck, and secured 
around the spool. All instruments were gaily 
painted. 

Single cigar box. deep box with five 
elastic strings. Elastics were stretched across 
the box; each length was nailed along the 
side the box. 

Shallow wooden box. wide extending 
piece wood was nailed the edge 
the box. Four rubber bands were pulled 
from the top the board the base the 
box and wound around wedge bottom 
the box. Another small wooden box demon- 
strated the usage wrapping cord (odd 
result). 


Coconut guitar. layer rubber was 
spread across coconut shell. thin wide 
board was nailed one end, and thick 
block wood nailed the other. Four 
violin strings were twisted around four nails 
the neck the guitar, strained across 
the middle, and anchored around the four 
nails the solid piece wood. 


Bells 
Sleigh bells strung with thick cord formed 
circlet. Slipped over the fingers each 
hand, they were shaken twitching the 
fingers. 
Christmas 
around two old teething rings. 
Cow bells, large and small, had handles 
decorated with bright ribbons. 
Merry-go-round rings. Three “free” rings, 


threaded together produced beautiful clear 
bell sound. 


Washboards

Archbishop 
Patrick O’Boyle, the chancellor the 
university, read enthusiastic account 
Bishop McEntegart’s services and pledged sup- 
port the trustees the new rector. The 
new rector then gave his inaugural address. 
saw for the future the country and 
the university dawn rather than twilight.” 
was the light dawn “that tints the 
mountain tops and beckons now toward 
new and greater horizons.” pledged the 
university push out the bounds knowl- 
edge and make knowledge serve the needs 
society.
